BULLDOSED AGAIN. | 


In this era of good-feeling and 
harmony, we have no political excite- 
ment in the North, save that which is 
caused by the fall or rise of some Tam- 
many leader, or the .contortions of 
some anxious Democrat.

“The committee on suffrage have 
reported in fuvor of removing the re- 
striction upon the suffrage on account 
of sex. We do not think the cenven- 
tion is likely to favor woman sutirage, 
or even to leave the question to the 
legislature, but we are satisfied that 
the logic is all on the side of the ad- 
vocates of female enfranchisement, 
and- we believe in consistency so 
firmly that we should like to see the 
issue fairly tested by experiment. 
There -are no “arguments possible 
avainst woman suffrage. The opposi- 
tion to it is based upon educatienal 
bias, and the possession of political 
power by tne sex which has the de 
cision of the question in its hands. 
Women are refused the suffrage prin- 
cipally because it is perfectly safe to 
refuse them, but they have as sound a 
right to it as men can show, and some 
women possess much better right 
than some men. We think _the con- 
vention could afford to leave the ques- 
tion open. The community has. not 
yet grown up to it fully, but opinion 
upon such opinions is rapidly becom- 
ing more enlightened, aud itis quite 
conceivable that five or ten years 
hence the majority may be in favor of 
it.

A Woman Thrice Married and Twice 
Divorced. 


[S. F. Chronicle } 


The case of Elizabeth P. Howell vs. 
Henry B. Howell, an action for divorce 
on the grounds of adultery and ex- 
treme cruelty, which had been pend- 
ing forabout a year past, came up 
again yesterday before Judge Dwinelle 
in the fifteenth district court on an 
order to defendant to show cause why 
all proceedings should not be stayed 
until the payment of counsel fees and 
alimony. The motion was demed, and 
at request of defendant’s counsel the 
court issued a commission for the tak- 
ing of the testimony of D. W. Hey- 
wood of Barre, Massachusetts. This 
gentleman was married to plaintiff 
October, 1848, and separated from her 
in 1858. Two children, both of whom 
are now living in this city,. were the 
result of the union, In 1863 plaintiff 
became the wife of Charles C. North- 
rup, but dwelt with him only one year, 
and in 1870 she was wedded to Henry 
B. Howell, the defendant in the pres- 
ent action, and they have had two 
children, Grace and Burr. Mrs. 
Howell, who is better known by her 
stage name of Lizzie Parker Northrup, 
is a vocalist by profession and came to 
this city during the period between 
her first and second marriages, under 
engagement to Thomas Maguire. Hey- 
wood, her first husband, according to 
plaintiff s statement, procured a decree 
of divorce from her in the city of Bos- 
ton, on the yrounds of desertion, 
about the legality of which there now 
appears to be some question. North- 
rup, her second mate, so she- avers, 
was a man of wealth and geod 
habits when she was united to him, 
but soon became dissipated, and leav- 
ing her with the care of Heywood’s 
two children, went from New York to 
Chicago, and there, as she supposes, 
obtained a divorce; but the records of 
the court were afterwards destroyed 
by fire, and the matter is veiled in a 
little uncertainty. In the action now 
pending, Mrs. Howell appears for the 
first time in the character of plaintiff 
in the course of a series of marital mis- 
matches, alleges cruelty and adultery 
against her present spouse, and prays 
the court for a division of the common 
preperty and the custody of the child- 
ren. Howell, iu his answer, inakes a 
general denial and files a cross-com- 
plaint asking that his marriage with 
plaintiff be annulled, for the reason 
that she was the wife of another at the 
date of her pretended union, with him. 
Some time since, on the report of the 
court commissioners to whom the case 
was referred, Judge Dwindle made an 
order directing befendant to pay the 
fees and the sum of $40 per month 
alimony to plaintiff. | Defendant 
claimed that he had: no_ property, 
whereupon an execution was issued 
and part of the amount collected. The

The re- 
moval was made upon the recommend- 
ation and under the direction of Gen- 
eral Crook, one of the army officers 
who has been most successful in his 
conduct of Indian affairs. Secretary-

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The New York Times is publishing 
full dispatches regarding the alleged 
bulldosing of Republicans in the South. 
They present every phrase of villainy 
which can be imagined in connection 
with the election franchise. Here, 
however, is something new, and as the 
dispatch says, italmost staggers belief: 

In all the counties of South Carolina 
where there was opposition, the Dem- 
ocrats voted a diminutive tissue ballot, 
inclosed generally in a larger one. 
They were voted in batches. I have 
heard two men confess to voting, re- 
spectively, 18 and 20 of them. In 
some boxes there were four times as 
many votes as there were voters in the 
precinct. In others the excess of votes 
over voters was withdrawn by a blind- 
folded man, whe almost invariably took 


out the Republican tickets. In this 
county the Republicans vote more 


solidly than in 1876, when the ma- 
jority was over 1500 Republican. 
This time it is 2800 Democratic, 
(more than the number of Democratic 
voters.) Stuffing was resorted to as a 


pastime, and was crrried beyond all 
bounds of necessity. Everybody is 


laughing about it, and no attempt to 
deny or cenceal the fraud is made, 
except in the newspapers. The tissue 
paper tickets are general throughout 
Republican counties, showing that the 
scheme emanated from headquarters.

There was a pleasant affair at Vir- 
ginia on Sunday evening. A party of 
journalists of all shades of political 
Opinion united in inviting Senator Jones 
to dine with them.

A. New York dispatch says that 
the medical commission which 
recently visited the South to investi- 
gate the origin and causes of the yellow 
fever will report next week. It pre- 
sents a startling array of fact 
sustaining the theory’ that this 
epidemic travels in the path of 
commerce and is always’ im- 


perted by means of infected ships, per- 
sons, freight or clothing; also, that 
the conditions for its spread are low- 
lands and fermenting filth. The gen- 
eral conclusions reached are, that 
its original introductions may be pre- 
vented by thorough quarantining and 
fumigating of all vessels from infected 
ports, including freights, and that its 
spread can be absolutely checked by 
careful destruction of fermenting filth, 
in which ite germs are developed and 
disseminated. 


As to the cause of the sounds fre- 
quently heard to proceed from tele- 
graph wires in the open air it has been 
customary to accept the wind, it pro- 
ducing the sounds by direct vibration 
similar to those of the Molian harp. 
A writer in an Austrian journal, how- 
ever, calls attention to the fact that 
one who gives close observation to both 
the wire and sounds will find that 
the Jatter make themselves obvious 
likewise when there is a total absence 
of wind; andin aquiet morning in 
winter, when the wires appear covered 
with frost to the thickness of a finger, 
they nevertheless carry on lively vibra- 
tionsand swinging, while the air is 
toally quiet. According to this writer, 
therefore, the vibrationsare due, not to 
the wind, but to the changes of atmcs- 
phere temperature, and _ especially 
by the action of cold, as a lowering of 
the temperature induces a shortening 
of the wires, extending over the whole 
length of the conductor. A consider- 
able amount ef friction is produced 
on the supporting bells, thus inducing 
sound both in the wires and ‘the poles.

A Lecture on Glanders, 
(8. F. Bulletin, Monday. ] 


On Saturday morning A.de Tavel, 
veterinary surgeon, delivered alecture 
at tho university at Berkeley on the 
subject of glanders. The disease is 
characterized by swoolen glands, ulcers 
in the nasal passage and discharge 
from the nostrils. Inchronic glanders 
the disease begins like simple catarrh 
but in the acute disease the animal 
shows sigus of fever, and the ulcers in 
the nose become large. The disease 
continues from four days to fifteen 
years, but the average continues from 
fifteen to twenty days. The lungs 
are always affected and other organs 
are Ofter attacked. That the disease 
is contagious has been proved by 
many experiments. Dogs, cata, sheep 
and cattle are easily inoculated. Man 
can be inoculated also, and the doctor 
mentioned several cases in this city 
where men had died frem the disease. 
At present there is no known remedy 
for the disease, and when the symp- 
toms become well marked in any an- 
imal, it should be killed. Specimens 
of diseased skin were exhibited, show- 
ing the pathology of the disease.

The Robbers of Stewart's Grave. 
_ New Yors, Nov. 19th. — William 
Burke, alias Baker, alias Beaty, and 
Haak Whalen, alias Henry Vreeland, 
arrested some days ago on suspicion of 
being implicated in the desecration of 
A. T. Stewart's tomb, and with steal- 
ing his body, were before Justice Mor- 
gan, of the Jefferson Market police 
court, yesterday, for examination. 
Captain Byrnes, of the fifteenth pre- 
cinct who made the arrest, made a 
long statement, under oath, detuiling 
minutely all the circumstances touch- 
ing the arrest of the prisoners and the 
fruitless search he made in their com- 
pany for Stewart's body.

Senator Booth en California Politics.

He 
asks that congress legalize his action 
furnishing supplies to yellow fever 
sufferers and a pension for the widow 
of Lieutenant Benner.

The Crowning Folly of the Turkish 
/. @ampaign, 


The crowning folly of the Turkish 
campaign on the Balkan peninsula 
was the series of desperate assaults at 
Shipka pass. Ata critical moment, 
when the Russian army had been de- 
feated at Plevna and seemed to-~be 
falling to pieces, Suleiman’s victorious 
troops were hurled against an impreg- 
nable position—fairly brained against 
a stone wall, to use Mr. Forbes’ 
phrase. The trial of the general be 
fore the Seraskierate, which had been 
going on for nearly four menths, has 
brought to light the ‘remarkable fact 
that he was gnot wholly responsible 
for that foolish although hervic en? 
terprise before Shipka, which cost so 
much blood and foiled all. the other 
military combination, and which was 
the prime cause of the disaster by 
which it was followed. With. anima- 
ted gesture and fiery eye, and with 
an eloquence which held his audience 
spell bound, the accused general de- 
nounced the organization which per- 
vaded from the outset of hostilities 
the military staff-of the Otoman ar- 
mies. This he attributes principally 
te the minister of war and the military 
councils, who wanted to meddle with 
the direction of operations. He 
blames in energetic terms the constant 


| interference of the palace and of Mah- 


moud Damad Pasha in the military 
affairs, and with vindictive pleasure

The report of the Central Pacific 
railroad company, as published, shows 
the earnings of the railroad for the six 
months ending June 30th, 1878, to be 
in excess of the same period in 1877, 
while the operating expenses are con- 
siderably less. The gross earnings and 
expenses of the road for the first half 
of the current year'as compared with 
the same time in 1877, are as foilows:

The number of miles of road oper- 
ated was increased from 1660 in Jan- 
uary 1877, to 2074 in January 1878. 
The capital stock of the company is 
$54,275,500, and thefunded debt, $54,- 
785,000, The bonds issued by the 
government to the company amount 
to $27,855,680. These bonds draw in- 
terest at tlie rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum, and so far the government has 
paid this interest. The total. liabili- 
ties of the company are $152,221,238, 
for which there are assests, including 
$1,290,000 in cash, to balance. The 
assets embrace the road bed, rolling 
stock, lands, offices, etc., of the com- 
pany. The government holds a second 
mortgage ou the property of the com- 
pany as security for the ‘payment of 
the $27,855,-680 in bonds, and the in- 
terest paid on the saine, amounting to 
about $8,000,000, and the funded 
debt is secured by a first mortgage on 
the same property.

POLYGAMOUS WIVES. 


They Ask for a Sixteenth Amendmen}3 


te the Constitution Legalizing Their. 


Pernitious Doctrine. 


Satt Lake, Nov. 16.—One of the 
most remarkable meetings ever held 
in the country took place this after- 
noon in this city. The remarkable 
spectacle of 1200 polygamous women 
parading their shame to the world is 
one not soon forgottea. There were 
old and young women, ugly, scrawny 
and cadaverous, of all nationalities. 
The ostensibleleaders of the’movement 
were the sixth wife of D. H. Wells, 
known by the name of Emmeline, and 
the tenth widow 6f Brigham Young, 
better known as Eliza R. Snow, ‘but 
behind the theatre scenes, with his 
mouth to a hole in the curtain, stoed 
George Q. Cannon, delegate to con- 


gress, prompting the women on the 


Stage, who were but puppets in the 
hands of the august apostate of polyg- 
anty. Eliza R. Snow presided and 
stated the object of the meeting. She 
said if congress was composed of po- 
lygamists the members would be 
purer and better men, and would pass 
better laws. Our husbands, she said, 
were pure and virtuous, and the wom- 
en of the United States, iastead of 
persecuting polygamous women, 
should protect them. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Several speeches of a similar tenor 
were made, when the following reso- 
lutions were introduced and unani- 
mously adopted: 

WHEREAS, We, the women cf the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints have been misjudged and mis- 
represented to the nation by those in 
the midst of our own sex in regard to 
our most sacred rights—the rights 
which pertain to the holy relations of 
wifehood and motherhood —we do 
hereby earnestly and emphatically de- 
clare our true sentiments, and invite a 
thoreugh and impartial investigation 
of our cause; therefore 

Resolved, That we, the women of 
the church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, and legal American citi- 
zens claim the mght guaranteed by the 
constitution that congress shall make 
no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting a free exercise 
thereof —a right which we’seek to ex- 
ercise not to the injury of others, but 
within the pale of peace and justice, 
life and liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness according to the dictates of 
our consciences. 

Resolved, That we protest against 


the enactment of any laws which de-. 


prive American citizens, whether male 
or female, of constitutional rights, and 
that we make a united effort to secure 
the unanimous voice of the women of 
our faith to plead the passage of a six- 
teenth amendment during the coming 
session of congress. 

Resolved, ,That we do truly appre- 
ciate the efforts and labors of the 
noble ladies of the National Woman’s 
Stffrage association, through opposed 
in their feelings to plural marriage, 
and without symipathy for our views, 
bravely defended the canse of woman’s 
rights in Utah in the halls of congress, 
aiid take this public opportunity of 
tendering them an expression. of -sin- 
cere and heartfelt thanks. 

Resolved, That we solemnly avow 
our belief in the doctrine of. the 
patriarchal order of marriage a doc- 
trine which was revealed toand prac- 
ticed by God’s people in past ages, 
and is now re-established on earth by 
divine command of Him who ‘is the 
same yesterday, to day and to1ever—a 
doctrine which, if lived up to and car- 
ried out under direction ot the pre- 
cepts pertaining to it and of the higher 
principles of our nature, would con- 
duce to the long life, strength and 
glory of the people practicing it. We 
therefore indorse it as one of the most 
important principles or our holy reli- 
gion and claim the right of its practice. 

Resolved, That the women of Utah 
EN congress setting forth 
their grievances, and that they take 
such other justifiable steps as may be 
necessary to defend themselves against 
the ruthless and violent assault now 
being made upon their sacred and.con- 
stitutional rights. 


The sixteenth amendment to the 
constitution, as constructed by these 
women, is to protect and legalize po- 
lygamy.

TRUCKEE RAMPANT. 


Chinatown Destroyed—ArgumentjFail- 
ing, the Ax Takes its Place. 


[Truckee Republican of to-day.) 

It came like the gentle blast of the 
Washoe zephyr. The pent-up indig- 
mation of outraged Truckee swept like 
an incipient hurricane over the rebuilt 
Chinatown, and the rebuilt Chinatown 
was not, It occurred Saturday after- 
noon. The safety committee had 
done all that could be asked toward 
effecting a peaceable solution of the 
difficulty, They offered liberal pay 
for any rights the Celestials might 
have; they agreed to leave the ques- 
tion of value to arbitrators selected by 
the Chineze themselves. They coax 
ed, and argued, and warned and 
threatened, and all the while China- 
town was being rebuilt. Saturday 
the citizens ef Truckee thought that

had arrived. Every house built in op- 
‘position to the warning of the com- 
mitteo was taken down and the lum- 
ber was carefully piled in the streets. 
As little damage as possible was done 
to the material. After the houses had 
vanished, the citizens made a tour of 
the town and notified each of the 
washhouse tenants to remove from 
town in one week. White men who 
rent houses te Chinese were given 
one week in which to remove the 
Chinamen to quarters where their 
carelessness will not endanger the 
property-holders of Truckee. Should 
white men disregard. this, they need 
not be surprised if Sunday merning 
finds their houses even as the houses 
of the heathens. Truckee is a tender 
mother to her wayward children, and 
should any of the notified children 
oppose her wishes, they may depend 
upon gentle usage. The citizens num- 
bered between four and five hundred. 
The boasted Henry rifles of the Chi- 
nese did not appear. It would have 
been a peor place for Chinese rifles. 
Something like a million or two of 
property was represented by the citi- 
zens present Men unused to carpen-

casion of vigorous cheers {from the 
sympathetic populace. Aside from 

the cheering and the somewhat dis- 
orderly crash of falling buildings, every- 
thing was done quietly, and with- 
out any riotous words. Few of the 
Chinamen came near the workers, and 
the few who came were unusually pe- 
lite. Wah Lee found his house in the 
act of violently tumbling over, and 
struck a bargain with the citizena on 
the very scene of action. For two 
hundred and fifty dollars he agreed to 
zemove his heuse, and let the safty- 
committee have his lot. Nowhere did 
the citizens meet with any violence or 
opposition from the Chinese. There 
bas not been any effort to rebuild, and 
many Chinese are getting. ready to 
leave. By Saturday sone will be left 
in Truckee unless it be Fong Lee, who 
alons owns property. If othera re- 
main on Saturday, the citizens will 
probably visit them.

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Death of John Corning. 

After an illness of about three 
months, John Corning, assistant gen- 
eral supreintendent of the Central Pa- 
cific railroad, died on Sunday mern- 
ing at Sierra Madre valley, Sau: Ga- 
briel, near Los Angeles, Cal., where 
be had gone in the hope of improving 
his health. At first Mr. Corning’s 


sickness was 4 remittent fever, during 
which he was seized with congestive 
chills fram which he never recovered. 
His wife was with him during his ill- 
ness. The remains will be taken to 
San Francisco for interment. Mr. 
Cerning was a native of New York, 
and was fifty-two years of age at. the 
time of his death. For twenty years 
he was connected with railroads, first 
entering the service as conducter on 
the Michigan Central, running out of 
Chicago. Subsequently he became 
connected with the ticket department 
of the New York Central, of which 
his uncle, Erastus Corning, was presi- 
dent.

ties of that office until three months 
since, when sickness compelled nim to 
retire.

TRUCKEE’S TROUBLE. 


. Threatened 


[Special GAZETTE Correspondence. } 


Trucker, Cal., Nov. 21.—The Chi- 
nese excitement has suffered a relapse 
pending the action of the Mongols in 
relation to the notice given them by 
the committee to move acrosé the 
river on or before Saturday next. 
They swear they will have their 
throats cut: before they will go, and 
make loud displays of Henry rifles, 
revolvers, etc., which they promise to 
use incase of a forcible ejectment. 
The best informed citizens regard 
their threats as idle, and entertaia no 
fears at all ofany bloodshed. A com- 
mittee of 12 of the best men of the 
town have charge of maiters, and the 
whole white population is in accord 
with them. A lot of ground has been 


purchased, sufficient for the purpose, 
but so far only one Chinaman has 
gone upon it. He sold his ground 
on the old site for $500 to the com- 
mittee and has built him a shanty 
on tbe new one, thus incurring the 
enmity of his tribe. Parties have 
built several houses next to his to 
rent, but John scorns tliem and sleeps 
threa deep in the wash houses along 
the bank of the river. Those who be- 
gan rebuilding on their lots were 
stepped iast Saturday, their houses 
torn .down, and the lumber neatly 
piled up. The only houses left area 
brick owned vy Fong Lee, which the 
rascally beygar modestly raw at 
$40,000 when the commit! ee proposes 
to buy, and four or five wash houses 
partly scattered along the river and 
partly on tie hill back ef town. They 
have secret advisers who are making 
them very troublesome, for whom 
Truckee would become very warm if 
the peeple knew them. McGlashan 
& Crowley refused-a thousand dol- 
lars for their services as attorneys.

the wind to invest again. Thefriends 
of Messrs. Mackey and Skae will, 
therefore, be pleased to learn that 
there is no immediate danger of their 
being scragged.

The Yellow Fever Ccmmission. 


New York, Nov. 20.— The report 
of the yellow fever commission, com- 
posed of Drs. Bemis, Cochran and 
Howard, and Col. T. 8. Hardee, san- 
itary engineer, made to ths health as- 
sociation convention in session at Rich- 
mond, gives results of investigations 
in all the fever-stricken cities of the 
South. They believe the disease was 
imperted to New Orleans, and show 
by maps that the fever cases invaria- 
bly form in groups, unlike malarial 
fever, which shows a tendency to occur 
in disconnected cases: 

They conclude: First—Not 6 solita- 
ry instance was found of a case of yel- 
iow fever which we could justifiably 
consider as indigenous to its lecelity. 


Second—in most ef the various towns: 


visited, which were pointa of epidemic 
prevalence, the testimony showing 
importation was direct and convincing 
in its character. Third — The trans- 
mission of yellow fever between points 
separated by any considerable distance 
appeared to be wholly due to human 
intercourse. In certain instances the 


poison was carried in the clothes or. 


about the person of people going from 
the infected districts. In other instan- 
ces it was conveyed in cotton bagging, 
or other goods of the same description. 
Fourth—The weight of testimony is 
very pronounced against the further 
use of disinfectants. Physicians in 
the infected towns almost without ex- 
ception state that they are useless 
agents te arrest the spread of yellow 
fever. Fifth—Personal prophyloxis 
by means of drugs or other thereapeu- 
tic means, has proved a constant fail- 
ure. A respectable nuntber of pbysi- 
cians think the use of small doses of 
quinine of some use in prevention. 
Sixth—Quarantine, established with 
such a degree of vigor that absolute 
non-intercourse is the result, has effec- 
tually and without exceptien, protect- 
ed subjects from the attacks of yellew 
fever. 2
